Neither the West 
or Khrushchev want a nuclear war. but how 
much will it take to conv ince the Sov iets that 
the W'est will not falter?

doubtedly giv es Khrushchev some hope. 
Although Herter was discouraged that “ no 
significant progress’’ was made at Genev a he 
d d list on the plus side world-wide approv al 
of the western powers’ plan for solv ing » he 
Berlin problem, and the problem of a div ided 
Germany, through a peaceful reunification of 
German with Berlin to be the capital; demon­ 
strated a high degree of unity among the 
Allies; and rev ealed possible means of specific 
agreement with the Communists on Berlin. 


If the foreign ministers meet again in July, 
as planned, the approv al of Congress and the 
American people should strengthen the hand 
of Secretary Herter In his determination to 
safeguard the liberty to West Berlin, which 
is in reality a determination to protect the 
free world.

The chances are that the i^resident himself 
w ill be Just a mite shocked, if he ev er lear is 
how far Strauss and the White House staff went 
to win the confirmation which the Senate fi­ 
nally refused.

But to suni- 
marilv call pacifism “ cow- 
ardlv ’’ (Public Mind, June 22) 
is to ev ade the crux of the 
problem. It is indiv iduals who 
are “cowardly,” not the ideals 
behind which they may hide. 
The real issue is whether the 
intentional killing of our fel- 
lowmen can be morally justi­ 
fied. The possible effects of a 
nuclear war only accentuate 
the problem; they do n o t 
change it (as some pacifists 
ov erlook). On the other hand, 
the possibility of “ slav ery” is 
less certain than is the po.ssi- 
bility for the slaughter of mil­ 
lion.« . And it is against the po­ 
tentiality of war, whether it is 
one man or one million who 
die, that the pacifist objects. 
As a pacifist, therefore. I 
am against war of any kind. 
If the consequence of this pos­ 
ition 
forces 
me to 
accept 
“ slav ery” in the long run I 
shall accept it (for myself—I 
do not choose it for others) 
not by desire, but by neces­ 
sity, just as, as a consequence 
of this position. I would be 
forced to allow myself to be 
killed rather than to kill.

The booming of the circulation of money 
has been accompanied by a booming of com­ 
mon stock prices. In fact, growth of money 
supplies has almost been in direct ratio 
to increasing equity prices. And this is no 
coincidence. 
During the period when currency in circu­ 
lation grew from around $7*2 billion to more 
than $31 billion, the Dow-Jones industrial 
av erages jumped around 460 per cent.

It is probable that some time this year 
g.css will v ote lo increase the present 
celling on the gov ernmental debt. Were this 
to happen, there would be another increase 
in money supplies unless the sav ings of the 
people here could absorb this debt. 
The principal reason why the large growth 
of dollar supplies has caused wages, prices, 
costs and taxes to adv ance is that sav ings 
hav e fallen far short in absorbing the debt 
I ncle Sam has been forced to contract to 
pay his bills.
